County to 
oversee 
Homeland 
Security 
funds

Like backing a neighbor in an emer- 
gency, Crawford County is controlling the 
purse strings for the entire region for 
Homeland Security planning. 

Crawford County is serving as the fiduci- 
ary agent for the state’s Homeland Security 
Region Seven, which covers 17 counties 
and three tribal nations in the northern 
Lower Peninsula, 

Each county in the region has agreed to 
rotate serving as the fiduciary agent. 
Antrim County and Otsego County have 
served as the fiduciary agents in previous 
years. Charleviox County officials will take 
their lun next year. 

A total of $1.2 million will be spent on 
Homeland Security planning, training and 
equipment. 

Larry Akers, emergency manage- 
menv/9lt director for Crawford County, 
said $336, 498 is earmarked for law 
enforcement terrorism prevention, An addi- 
tional $305,574 will be spent on planning, 
training and emergency exercise scenarios, 

The remainder of the funds will be cligi- 
ble for individual projects or equipment 
that the counties will apply for and try to 
gel approved by state and federal 
Homeland Security officials. 

Akers said that the Frederic Township 
Fire Department previously received a 
mass casualty response trailer, which can 
be used to decontaminate people if there is

Lake, Don McKim was knocked off 
a deck by a dog while living in the 
Upper Peninsula, causing bones in 
one of his legs to shatter and the 
need for an amputation. He now 
lives in Crawford County with 
Ceorge. 

“That's what you do with lide 
brothers,” McKim said. “I've got his 
back.” 

McKim's forestry competition 
photo captures local logger Harry 
Arguc, who was cutting trees for 
McKim and his neighbors in the 
spring. 

“He was topping "em off, pushing

The Kiwanis Club of 
Grayling is marking its 
75th anniversary from 5:30 
pm, to 7:30) p.m. on 
Thursday, Oct. 21 at the 
Grayling Country Club 
with a wine tasting event 
that has been dubbed 
“Uncorked.” Tickets are 
$15 per person and can be 
purchased from — any 
Kiwanis Club of Grayling 
member, at the Grayling 
Regional Chamber of 
Commerce or at the 
Grayling Country Club. 

The Kiwanis Club of 
Grayling was actually 
founded on Jan. 18, £935 at 
a meeting held at the Chief 
Shoppenagon’s Motor 
Hotel. A virtual who’s who 
of Grayling businessmen 
signed the charter and 
Kiwanis Club members 
from Gaylord and Traverse 
City also attended the 
meeting. 

“That's where they met 
for years and years and the 
room that they met in was 
always called the Kiwanis 
room,” said Faye Bovee, a 
Grayling historian and 
Kiwanis Club of Grayling 
member for just over a 
dozen years. 

One of the club’s carly 
projects was coordinating 
the rehabilitation of toys 
with the Grayling High 
School's Industrial 
Arts/Shop class. Crawford 
AuSable School District 


Superintendent 
Stripe was a Kiwanis Club 
of Grayling member. The 
wives of the Kiwanis Club 
members would go through 
and select toys for families 
who were indentified by 
the school nurse. The 
Kiwanis Club of Grayling 
members would then deliv- 
er the gifts to children at 
Christmas time. 

“That was one of their 
big projects that started in 
the 1940s,” said Bovee, 
whose late husband Robert 
Bovee was a member of the 
organization for 58 years. 
“Every thing they do is for 
children. and for the com- 
munity.” 

Grayling resident Robert 
McIntosh served as the 
president of the Kiwanis 
Club of Grayling in 1973 
and was involved with the 
club through the mid- 
1980s. Mcintosh noted 
preparing Christmas bas- 
kets for families and selling 
the club’s Goodfellow 
newspapers to raise money 
for causes it supported. 

“Tt's a darn good organi- 
zation,” he said. 


McIntosh also recalled 
the Kiwanis Club of 


Grayling challenging the 
Grayling Rotary Club to a 
tug of war match during the 
Grayling Centennial cele- 
bration in 1972. McIntosh 
and attorney Bruce Benson 


wore suits and = were 
anchored by — former 
‘Grayling Police Chief, 
Crawford County Sheriff 
and Kiwanis Club of 
Grayling member Harold

He almost didn’t find out 
about it, however. “My letter 
of acceptance came and inad- 
vertently got put in the trash,” 
he said. A phone call from his 
proud father who had learned 
of the award alerted Dirk (to 
the recognition. 

“Lo was shocked and sur- 
prised and quite honored,” 
Dirk said in recalling the day 
that he learned of his selec- 
tion by the Hall of Fame 
committee. 

Dirk, who is president of 
Milliman Communications, 
Inc., directs the family- 
owned newspaper business, 
is past-president of the 
Michigan Press Association, 
is the current chair of its 
Public Policy Committee, is 
seerclary/treasurer of the 
Michigan Press Association 
Foundation, and serves on the 
CMU panel overseeing publi- 
cation of the campus newspa- 
per. 

Well aware of the high cal- 
iber of the other current and 
past CMU Hall of Fame 
inductees. Milliman jokes 
about his inclusion in that 
eroup. “PT didn’t think 1 was 
old enough to be considered 
in that company with journal- 
ists from all over the world,” 
he said. “ICs quite an honor 
and Pim glad to accept” 

Dirk comes by his journal- 


ism stripes honestly, having 
been raised by a newspaper- 
man who is well known and 
respected throughout the 
stale of Michigan. Dirk’s 
father Richard found innu- 
merable ways to use the tal- 
ents of his son, allowing him 
to deliver papers, stuff inserts 
and take photos for the fami- 
ly enterprise. 

When he reached college 
age, Dirk enrolled at CMU 
and naturally gravitated to 
the journalism department, 
taking classes and working 
for the campus publication 
CMLite. 

A first job out of college 
took =Dirk to the Grand 
Rapids Press, but he signed 
on with the family business 
afier a time, eventually 
assuming leadership respon- 
sibilitics that included the 
daily management of nine 
daily and weekly Michigan 
newspapers, plus supervising 
the development of shopping 
guides and websites. 

One of those papers was 
the Three Rivers 
Commercial-News, and Ditk 
and his wiie Penny moved to 
the Three Rivers area and 
Fisher Lake while he was 
guiding that newspaper and 
carrying out his other man- 
agement duties. 

Dirk and Penny eventually 
moved to Haslett to continue

Power outage planned

The entire City of 
Grayling and residents in 
surrounding areas of the 
community will be without 
power during the early 
morning hours on Saturday. 
Consumers Energy will 
be interrupting electric ser- 
vice between 2 a.m. and 7 
am. on Saturday, Oct. 23. 


Equipment al the 
Consumers Energy substa- 
tion, which ts located near 
the Grayling City Park, 1s 
being replaced, said Tim 
Pictryga, spokesman for 
Consumers Energy. 

A total of 3,027 residen- 
ual and business customers 
will be affected by the 
power outage, Pietryga said,

The U of M 
position prevailed in the legal 
battle, but Dirk said it was 
extremely interesting, and 
pitted a publisher against his 
boss as the testimony untold- 
ed, 

High points of his career in 
newspaper work are many, 
and continue as Dirk and his 
family guide the business 
through the challenges of the 
electronic media He 
recalls a time several decades 
ago when the Three Rivers 
newspaper won a prestigious 
recognivion. 

“T think the Three Rivers 
Commercial-News winning 
the Michigan Newspaper of 
the Year award was a real 
highlight,” Dirk said. 

The award, presented by 
the University of Michigan 
Press Club in 1986, cited the 
paper's special section on the 
City of Three Rivers’ sesqui- 
centennial for what Dirk said 
was Ils good reporting and 
writing and a lot of color,

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MICHIGAN VOTERS will 
decide in a couple of weeks which 
candidates they want to run things 
in Michigan. 

They also will choose whether 
to shake up state and local govern- 
ment with a convention of citizens 
to study and probably rewrite 
Michigan’s state constitution, 

Unfortunatcly not = many 
Michiganians seem excited about 
this opportunity, which will appear 
on the November 2 ballot as 
Proposal 10-1. 

The present state constitution 
was approved by voters in 1963, 
after two years of work by a con- 
vention of special delegates who 
met in Lansing in 1961-62 and 
hammered out quite a different 
document than had been in force 
since 1908. 

Adoption was by about 8,000 
votes and followed a vigorous and 
determined campaign by a popular 
new governor, George Romney, 
who as a delegate had helped write 
the new constitution. Its adoption 
was one of the first items on his 
agenda as governor. 

That then-new document wisely 
provided that every 16 years the 
question of calling another con- 
vention to study and possibly 
rewrite the constitution would go 
to the voters. This is the third

IF VOTERS APPROVE, how to 
do it is spelled out in the present 
constitution,

The convention would decide on 
iis own rules and proceedings, 
elect its own officers, hire its own 
stalf and employees and set their 
pay, and complete its work “in an 
orderly manner.” 

In case of a vacancy, a new del- 
egate would be appointed by the 
governor and must be from the 
same district and of the same party 
as his/her predecessor, 

Compensation of delegates 
would be as “provided by law.” 

The work of the delegates -- that 
is, a New constituuon or recom- 
mended amendments to the exist- 
ing constitution ~ would be sub- 
mitted to voters within 90 days of 
adjournment of the convention, 
and if approved, would take effect

MISSING FROM today’s con 
con question are well organized 
and broad base citizens groups 
working diligently on one side. or 
another. Neither support nor oppo- 
sition has been widespread or 
cohesive. 

The state’s two largest newspa- 
pers are divided, which is not 
unusual on electoral advice: The 
Detroit Free Press favors a new 
convention, The Detroit News 
opposes it. 

Arguments in favor usually 
claim the 1963 constitution, now 
almost 50 years old, is cumber- 
some and unnecessarily and 
unwisely ties the hands of officials 
in dealing with today’s problems, 
primarily in raising money and 
controls of spending. 

Amendments passed piecemeal 
over the last 50 years, the pro argu- 
ment goes, have created an 
unwieldy and sometimes contra- 
dictory document, earmarked 
funds and unwisely protected cer- 
lain programs, while duplication 
of efforts on different government 
levels also hinders efficiency. 

Those opposed usually claim the 
cost of holding a convention, 
which has been estimated at about 
$45 million, is too high and unnec- 


essary, and the probable two years 
of uncertainty while the constitu- 
tion is being rewritten would stale- 
mate government, discourage eco- 
nomic growth and cost Michigan 
potential new jobs. 

Antis also usually question the 
caliber of potential delegates, 
claiming they likely would be ser- 
vants of special interests. and oth- 
erwise not of the caliber of dedi- 
cated public service the job 
demands. 

* * * 

TODAY’S AIR OF disillusion 
about state government is reminis- 
cent of the aura surrounding the 
birth of the 1963 constitution. 
Continuing struggles between the 
governor and legislature back then 
had brought the first “payless pay- 
day” a few years earlier. Back 
then, voters wanted change. 

The new constitution provided 
change in many ways, including 


streamlining governments, state 
and local. 
The elected offices of auditor 


general, highway commissioner 
and superintendent of public 
instruction were made appointive, 

The number of state depart- 
ments was reduced sharply to a 
maximum of 20, 

The governor and lieutenant 
governor became a political team. 


Some terms of office were length- 
ened from two to four years. 

The old county Board of 
Supervisors was replaced with a 
County Commission of limited 
districts of equal population. 

These are some examples, but of 
course, a constitutional convention 
would have the opportunity — and 
the duty — to review and inspect 
every aspect of government on the 
state and local levels covered by 
the constitution. 

Whether now is the proper time 
that such a self examination should 
be conducted will be up to 
Michigan voters. 

With the limited public interest a 
new con con has. stirred, it’s 
unlikely to be approved.

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How health care reform affects 
your Medicare enrollment 


(AKA) — Health care 
legislation passed earlier 
this year may make 
Medicare annual enroll- 
ment season particularly 
challenging for the mil- 
lions of baby boomers 
aging into Medicare and 
for seniors —_ already 
enrolled who are consid- 
ering different coverage 
for 2011. Annual enroll- 
ment runs from Nov. 15 
to Dec. 31, allowing peo- 


ple to select — their 
Medicare coverage for 
2011. 


"Choosing a Medicare 
plan can be overwhelm- 
ing in any year," says 
Adrienne Muralidharan, 
senior Medicare special- 
ist for the Allsup 
Medicare Advisor, a 
Medicare plan selection 
service for people with 
disabilities and those 65 
and older. "However, this 
year there are not only 
the usual changes, such 
as premium and _ cover- 
age changes, you also 
need to understand how 
the Patient Protection 
and Affordable Care Act 


may affect your 2011 

Medicare coverage." 
According to 

Muralidharan, the most 


important ways the new 
health care legislation 
will affect Medicare bene- 
ficiaries for 2011 include: 

e Prescription drug 
costs should be lower in 
the “doughnut hole.” For 
2011, Medicare benefici- 
aries will receive a 50 per- 


cent discount for the cost 
of brand-name prescrip- 
tion drugs and a 7 per- 
cent discount for generic 
drugs they are taking 
while in the prescription 
drug doughnut hole. 

¢ Medicare Part B 
(medical insurance) will 
fully cover preventive 
care. Beginning in 2011, 
Medicare _ beneficiaries 
will no longer have to 
pay deductibles or co- 
pays for preventive serv- 
ices that fall under US. 
Preventive Service Task 
Force guidelines, such as 
an annual wellness exam. 

* More beneficiaries 
may have higher costs for 
Medicare Part B and Part 
D (prescription drug) 
coverage. The Part B 
income threshold freezes 
at the 2010 levels through 
2019. As a result, individ- 


uals with modified 
adjusted gross income 
(income) exceeding 


$85,000 and married cou- 
ples with income exceed- 
ing $170,000 will have to 
pay higher premiums. 
Because this will not 
adjust with inflation, it's 
likely more people over 
time will be subject to 
higher premiums. In 
addition, the law reduces 
the Medicare Part D pre- 
mium subsidy for indi- 
viduals with incomes 
above these levels. 

* Opportunities to 
change coverage after the 
annual enrollment period 
will be more limited. 


Historically, an open 
enrollment period ran 
from Jan. 1. through 
March 31, immediately 
after annual enrollment 
ended. During open 
enrollment, people were 
able to switch from their 
existing Medicare plans 
to similar Medicare cov- 
erage, choosing from 
“like to like” options. 

Now, open enrollment 
has been replaced with a 
shorter annual disenro!l- 
ment period, which runs 
from Jan. 1 through Feb. 
14. During this period, 
the only change that can 
be made is to disenroll 
from a Medicare 
Advantage plan in order 
to enroll in’ traditional 
Medicare and join a 
Medicare Part D_ plan. 
Other selections will not 
be available to  con- 
sumers. 

"It's easy to get con- 
fused over the various 
Medicare enrollment 
periods,” Muralidharan 
says. “However, it's now 
more important than ever 
to look at annual enroll- 
ment as your main 
opportunity to choose 
your coverage.”

Get moving to treat and prevent arthritis 


(ARA) ~ More than just 
aches and pains, arthritis 
is a chronic disease that 
damages joints and can 
lead to loss of function or 
disability. In fact, it is the 
most common cause of 
disability in the United 
States, affecting 50 million 
Americans or 22 percent 
of the total population. 

For years it was 
believed that people with 
arthritis should not exer- 
cise because movement 
could cause further dam- 
age to joints.

"For every one pound 
you lose, that's four 
pounds of pressure off 
each knee," says Dr. 
Patience H. White, the 
Arthritis Foundation's 
vice president of public 
health. In addition, losing 
as little as 11 pounds can 
reduce your risk of devel- 
oping knee osteoarthritis 
by 50 percent. 

It is important for 
Americans to make daily 
movement a year-round 
goal. While it may seem 
hard to get started, there 
are plenty of opportuni- 
ties for you to move year- 
round, no matter where 
you are or what the sea- 
son: 

« Move with others. 
Enjoy exercise more by 
making it a social activity 
you can enjoy with your
